We, the committees on finance and on streets 
and alleys, with and at the instance of the city 
attorney, examined and viewed the strip of 
ground commonly called Kallroad street, run- 
ning from Calhoun street east to Clinton street, 
pai-allel with and Just north of Chestnut street 
We are Informed by the city attorney that said 
strip owned by the heirs of Allen Hamilton, de- 
ceased, was never platted or dedicated as a pub- 
lic highway, but the same has been opened to 
public use that the city can, U It so desires, ob 
ject to Its closing. 
Your committee found the 
strip almost . confiscated for private use—two 
railroad tracks run upun it and one track runs 
longitudinally upon it, on the line of what 
would be the north sidewalk, for a distance of 
over 100 feet. Upon what would be the line oi 
the north sidewalk we found the same oc 
by large coal scales, occupying the whole 
or the sidewalk. 
Upon the opposite side 
strip, the same being owned by the Httsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad company, we 
found that, where the south sidewalk would be 
agutter running the whole distance from Cal 
houn to Clinton streets and a line of telegrapi 
poles running longitudinal therewith and om:
